S T I F F STORMS. 


Snow, Sleet and R a i n s 
Reported 
Everywhere,

PITTSBURG, April fi.—The storm which 
set in yesterday morning, 
continues. 
Bain and snow lias fallen without inter- 
ruption for twenty-four hours, covering 
the sidewalks with sleet and slush. Since 
yesterday morning the rain fall amounted 
to two inches. 
The rivers are rising at 
all poin s, and a high stage of water, 
perhaps a flood, is apprehended. 
Gail- 
road travel is impeded ou nearly all lines 
centering in the city. 
Ou the Pan Han- 
dle road, between here and Mansfield, 
Pa., eight miles out, fifteen land slides 
have been reported. 
Numerous slides 
also occurred on the Baltimore and Ohio 
and Western Pennsylvania roads, but 
none serious. 


CLEVELAND, April G.—The raw north 
•wind of Monday brought with it a storm 
of snow as the evening set in, which con- 
tinued during theuightaud yet prevails. 
The change in temperature during the 
night caused the snow to pack heavily to 
a depth of six inches.

TOLEDO, April 6.—A heavy snow storm 
that set in just befoie midnight has in- 
• creased steadily in violence ever since. 
'Fully ten inches of snow has fallen and a 
'heavy gale caused much drifting. 


DETBOIT, Mich., April 6.—A blizzard 
of mammoth dimensions struck Michi- 
gan a little before midniglit and has con- 
tinued with unabated fury. 
Street car 
transportation is almost an utter impos- 
sibility. Not less than six or eight inches 
of snow has already fallen, and there is 
no sign of abatement. All reports from 
the state are to the same effect. 


CHICAGO, 111., April 6.—A heavy snow 
storm, accompanied by high winds, has 
resulted in practically cutting ofl all tele- 
graphic communication between the west 
and New York. The storm center is 
near Buffalo and extends north into 
Canada and south to Cleveland, Pitts- 
burg, Detroit, Cincinnati, and even south 
of the Ohio rive»'.

New York has grown im- 
mensely since I saw it some ten years ago. 
'Up town'was a great surprise to me. 
Where 
there used to be vacant lots and unfrequented 
streets, are now fine mansions and hurrying 
crowds. 
But it was the magnificent Brook- 
lyn bridge that made the profoundest impres- 
sion on me. 
I had heard of the mighty struc- 
ture, but I had not imagined that it was so 
grand a specimen of American mechanical 
genius. And the elevated railroads were also 
new to me. 
How elegant and comfortable they 
are. I know of no more agreeable mode of 
city locomotion. 
They may be ugly from the 
street and they may be a nuisance to the un- 
fortunate people who Uve on either side of 
the lines, but to the traveler they are simply 
perfection. 
I visited Grant's tomb and en- 
joyed the beautiful natural scenery of the 
neighborhood. 
I, of com^, went to Bedloe's 
Island. Tbe pedestal is well made and Oen. 
Stone deserves my hearty thanks for the way 
he has conducted the work. I suppose about 
$15,000 moi e will be necessary to complete 
the pedestal, and if this is done in time the 
Btatne will be inaugurated next September, 
on the annivei-sarj'- of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles. ^ I shall be present at the ceremony if 
my mother s health will permit me to be so 
long absent from home. 
She is rather feeble 
now, and at her advanced age—she is 86—I 
do not feel free to go and come as I used to 
do. 


"From New York I went to Washington. 
Congress was not in session, and I saw very 
few publii; men. The secretary of war was 
the onlj' member of ihe cabinet that I met. 
I caUed at the White House, but arrived a 
few minutes after the president's reception 
hour, aufl so I just missed shaking hands 
with Mr. Cleveland. 


"Washington has improved 
immensely 
since 1876, when I saw it last. I was especi- 
ally struck by the better pavements. But 
the Washington monument does not add to 
the beauty of the capital. 
It was an eyesore 
to me all the time I was there. 
In former 
times the imposing Capitol used to impress 
the traveler as he approached the city. But 
now 3'ou see at a distance this tall, ugly 
shaft, and everything else sinks into insignifi- 
cance. 
It kills »the city. 
Imagine such a 
monument set up in ParLs. Why it would 
utterly destroy all the 
haiinony of our 
beautiful Fiench capital. 
Well, it has the 
same effect in Washington. 
Yes, it kills the 
city. 


"While in Washington I visited the Cor- 
coran gallery of art. 
It contains many val- 
uable works, selected with admirable taste, 
and is an excellent nucleus of a gi-eat art col- 
lection. 
America is slowly developing a 
taste for the fine arts, although she has still 
much to leam iji this direction. 
The Wash- 
ington 
nionument 
discouraged me. But 
after I had seen Mr. Corcoran's creation I 
took new hope and saw the art future of 
Amei-ica in somewhat brightei- coloi-s. 


" I have made many good friends in the 
United States, and I always 
leave your 
country with deep regret. 
When my Liberty 
is finally erected I shall feel that it is Amer- 
ica that will do the most to keejj green my 
memory long after my other creations shall 
have crumbled away into dust. 
I hare put 
many years of my life into that work but I 
am sure that I will gain thereby the reward 
that all true artists seek—the kindly remem- 
hiranct- of po.-itcrity."

charming a writer, who, while reminding us 
of our Jeaji Ingelow and Adelaide Proctor, 
has indubitable originality—and originality, 
too, of a very rare kind—of her own. Mrs. 
Piatt afiects a certain i-uggedness of style, 
which often jars on the ear, and her subtle 
and plaintive fancies would often be far more 
impressive if they were but convejred in more 
musical language. 
But this fault is but a 
minor one compared with the many deUght- 
ful features of her genius. 
In so short a 
notice it is, indeed, difhcult to even name the 
beauties of her characteristic muse. Allusion 
must be made, however, to her wonderful, 
and, as it would seem, intuitive power of 
analyzing child nature. 
Many of her poems 
deal with childi en, and her happiest and most 
winsome touches aie to be found in them. 
Mi's. Piatt possesses genuine imagination, 
and, moreover, that dramatic ir.stinct which 
helps so greatly to m-ake a poem intense and 
vivid.

CINCINNATI, April 6.—The river, after 
being stationary nearly all day yesterday, 
began to rise. It continued until at 7 
this morning, it reached fifty-four feet, 
two inches. 
Between that time and 11 
o'clock it has fallen three-fourths t.f an 
inch. 
Dispatches from Marysville, sixty 
miles above, report the river stationary. 
At Portsmouth and Catlettsburpr it ia fall, 
in^, >)ut here, as well as at all other 
points heard from up the river, it has 
snowed all night. 
The snow is still fall- 
ing slowly to-day, and has reached a 
depth of nearly a foot here. 
A feeling

er can prevent it.

iTROM T H E CAPITAL. 


Money Made by Prominent men 
Who Write Books. 


[special Corre8pondence.l 


WASHmoTON, March 29.—The officers of 
the White House tell me that more strangers 
have visited Washington during the present 
season than at any timfi during their remem- 
brance. 
They come in crowds to the White 
House daily, and the president's hand-shaking 
receptions, which occur every other day, are 
attended by hundreds. 
Miss Cleveland's re- 
ceptions have throughout the season been very 
large indeed. A t each of them thousands 
have 
crowded 
into 
the lines, and 
the anxiety to pay respects has been so 
great 
that 
extra 
guards 
have had to 
be 
employetl. 
A t 
times 
the 
crowd 
has been admitted in a line of three or four 
a b r e a s t , and this line has extended all along 
the curved walk of the White House grounds 
and back to the street. 
Some curious iuci- 
dents have occurred, in this crush and crowd 
to shake hands with the president's sister. 
Two women assaulted one o f the keepers of 
t h e Wiilte House the other day because l i e 
would not admit them as fast as they wished. 
They were tall and mtiscular and of the 
French fish Mife order, and they bruised him 
badly. It was the intention to arrest the 
women and they were pointed out to a police- 
man, but on second thought the matter was 
hushed up. 


Col. Dinsmore, the tall, strong, 
fine-locking 
man who introduces the guests to Miss Cleve- 
land, told me yesterday that there were more 
repeaters in a White House reception than at 
the ballot box in the most con-upt of politi- 
cal elections. 
"Some 
persons," said he, 
"shake hands with the president and his sister 
over and over again during the same even- 
ing. I suppo.se they want to say that they 
have shaken hands with them so many times. 
One man shook liands so often a t the last re- 
ception that for very shame I changed his 
name and introduced him as Mr. Jones when 
he came tlirough 
the fourth time. 
Miss 
Cleveland recognized the man even under 
the assumed 
name, and I could see by 
the twinkle of her eye that she appreciated 
the situation. 
Many people 
grow 
dumb- 
founded when they come into the presence 
of the pi-esident or lady of the White House 
for the first time. 
They act sort of dazed, as 
it were, and forcet their very names. I re- 
member an Irishman who attended one of 
the late receptions. 
As he came to me I 
asked him his name. 
He was looking at Miss 
Cleveland with a sort of a vacant air. He 
stepped on until he got directly ui front of 
her, and then, his mind at last catching 
m y 
question, he turned around, with his back to 
Miss Cleveland, and -said: "My name is Peter 
Mahoney!" and with that he i-ushed away, 
without shaking hands, nor even bowing. 
When he got out be was a s k e d if he h a d seen 
Miss Cleveland, and he replied: "And, faith, 
she was not there, at all, at all!" 


Miss Cleveland has borne her part during 
the past social season with a great deal of 
credit to herself and the White House. She 
has shown much good sense, a lack of snob- 
bishness and a great deal of kind-hearted- 
ness. 
A t the last 
reception, 
when she 
had 
been 
shaking 
hands 
with 
thou- 
sands, and when she must 
have 
been

What she may write in the future as to presi- 
dential matters will undoubtedly sell well and 
be read with interest. 


It is wonderful how much money is being 
made by public men who have turnetl their 
attention to literature. 
Governor Dingley 
teUs me that Blaine has received $100,000 as 
the profits of his first volume, and that he 
will get a larger sum from the sales of the 
second. 
Gen. Grant's heirs have already re- 
ceived a 11200,000 check for that part of his 
Memoirs already issued, and the publishers 
say that the sales of the second volume will 
increase this amount to $500,000. 
Sunset 
Cox, just before he left for Turkey, told me 
that he was to receive fifty cents a copy from 
the sales of his "Three Decades of Federal 
Legislation," and I happen to know that 
25,000 copies of the work were ordered before 
It left the press. 
This gave Cox .$12,500 for 
pocket money on his way to Turkey, and I 
doubt not he has received as much moi-e since 
then. 
Gen. luogan is reported as having said 
that he expected $100.000 from his book on 
ths war, which* is still in press, and there 
seems no end to the foi^«nes which t h e great 
man can now make if he will only write a 
book. 


I d o n t suppose the success of Grant's work 
has a parallel in the history of literature. 
American statesmen have written books be- 
fore, but none in the past have succeeded as 
those of to-day. 
Parson Brownlow's son tells 
me his father's book brought him in §^20,000, 
and it also made a nice little sum for George 
W. Childs, 
who 
published it. Alexander 
Stephens received fifty cents a set for his his- 
tory of the war, and more than 70,000 sets 
had been sold before he died. 
Mr. Stephens 
dictated most of the work and $35,000 was by 
no means bad pay for it. 
When William H. 
Seward went round the world his adopted 
daughter traveled with him. 
He dictated to 
her from day to day his impressions of travel, 
and when his book was published he tunied 
all 
the profits, 
amounting 
to 
many 
thousands 
of 
dollars, 
over 
to her. I 
don't 
know how Jeff 
Davis' book 
sold, 
but I imagine that it had a good circulation. 
Bob Toombs had intended to write a book on 
the war, but a fire desti'oyed his material be- 
fore he got ready to put it together. Joe 
Johnston published some war reminiscences, 
and Gen. 
Sherman's 
Memoirs are known 
to all. 


Gk>ing back a little, we find that statesmen 
and their papers did not fare so well in the 
past. 
Congress j)ai(l Thomas Ji fferson only 
$23,000 for his whole library, which, he said, 
had cost him twice that to collect, and Dolly 
Madison received only $30,000 for the valy- 
able papei-s of President Madison. 
Washing- 
ton Irving, in his lifetime of literary work, 
received about $^250,000, Mliile Prescott's in- 
come fi-om his books was only $5,000 a year. 
Nathaniel Hawthorne's literary income was 
never ovei- .$2,000 a yt ar, but Mai k Twain 
to-day is said to have received $75,000 from 
"Huckleben-y Finn," and Josh Billings got 
$25,000 for bis almanac. 
W. D. Howells told 
me 
this week that his "Life of Lincoln" 
paid him only $190, but that was in bis salad 
days and repoi-t says that he now receives 
$2,000 for a short story. Tennyson has an in- 
come of $20,000 a j ear from the woi'ks he 
has published.

Mrs. Garfield is said to be writing a bi- 
ography of her husband, and when this is pub- 
lished there may be some White House stories 
in it. Mr. Dawson, the stenographer who 
took down Gen. Grant's memoirs and who 
acted with him as his private secretary dur- 
ing his la-st hours, tells me that Mrs. Grant 
has dictated t<j him a large amount of per- 
sonal incidi iits and reminiscence concerning 
her husband 
and the events of their two 
lives. 
He has enough shorthand notes of 
this material to make a book of about 7(J0 
pages, and he says that Mrs. Grant dictated 
it to him rather that it may be preserved for 
her children than for immetliate publication. 
It contains a great many White House inci- 
dents, and it will be a very gossipy addition 
t o our presidential literature. 


W h a t a book Dolly Madison could have 
written! 
She was a young widow in Phila- 
delphia when Madison, a member of one of 
the first congresses, was caught by her. She 
presided over the White House during Jeffer- 
son's tim", ina-'imuch as the president was a 
widower and she was the wife of hLs secre- 
tary of state. 
For the next eight years she 
was the lady of the White House, and social 
tradition says she wfis the most accomplished 
who has yet persidod over the stiite dinner 
table. 
After her husband's death she held a 
court of her own here in Washington, and 
she lived as a leading social figure do\vn to 
the days of Jolm Tyler. 
She was for more 
than fifty years in the heart of our court 
society. 
She knew every one, and no author 
has ever written to her discredit. 


Martha Washington cared more for knit- 
ting and domestic matters than literature. 
She coidd not sj^ell, and I don't suppose she 
ever read more than one or two novel.s. Abi- 
gail Adams, John Adams' wife, wrote some 
very good private letters during hei* time, 
and the wife of John Quincy Adams was edu- 
cated in London.

never got to the White House, and she was 
buried in the dress which she had prepared 
for the inauguration ball. 
She was a good 
looking woman, but totally uneducated. She 
useil the veniacular of the backwoods, called 
covel- "kiver," and always spoke of Jackson 
as the "gineral."

"WASHINGTON, March 29.—The officers of 


the White House tell mo that more strangers 
have visited Washington [hiring tlio prcsnnt 
season tlinii at rmy tim» during tlieir remem- 
brance. They come in crowds to the White 
Houso daily, mid the president's hnnd-shaking 
receptions, which occur every other day, are 
attended by hundreds. Miss Cleveland's re- 
ceptions have throughout the seusun been very 
lurgu indeed. At each of them thousands

great that extra guards have had to

and back to tho street. Some curious inci- 
dents have occurred in this crush and crowd 
to shako hands with the president's sister. 
Two women assaulted one of thn keepers of 
the White House tho other day because ho 
would not admit them as fast as they wished. 
They were tall and muscular and of tho 
French fish wife order, and they bruised him 
badly. It was tho intention to arrest tho 
women and they were pointed out to a police- 
man, but on second thought tho matter was 
hushed up. 


Col. 
Dinsmoro, tho tall, strong, fine-looking 


mail who introduces tho guests to Miss Cleve- 
land, told me yesterday that thero were more 
repeaters In a White Houso reception than at 
the ballot box hi the most corrupt of politi- 
cal elections.

in it. Mr. Dawson, tho stenographer who 
took down 0«i. Grant's memoirs and who 
acted with him as his private secretary dur- 
ing his last hours, tells mo that Mrs. Grant 
has dictated to him a large amount of per- 
sonal ini-idi'iits and reminiscence concerning 
her husband and the events of their two 
lives.

Tho results of these lote high prices are that 


nioro jx'oplo are writing books than over 
before, and the literary productions of tho 
next decade will probably surpass that of 
any of those of tho past.

has ever boon, nnd that tho copyrights issued 
within tho post twelve months have been 
more than a thousand more than during the 
preceding year.
